For dirt streaks along neckbands and cuffs on work shirts and 
jackets, rub*in a thick layer of soapsuds with a stiff brush. Roll 
such garments to keep the soap concentrated and let it work for 
several hours before putting them into tub or machine. The same 
trick works on dirty pocket edges and trouser cufts. 

Once you’ve treated stains, soak work clothes for 30 minutes 
in lukewarm water, adding one cup kerosene to five gallons of 
water, Then let hot soapsuds take over in tub or washer. Use a 
second batch of fresh suds if the first becomes dirty and “dead.” 
The first washing softens up the dirt, the second really gets it out.
